In  1965#  the  estimated  population  of  the  Rural  District  again 
showed  a small  decrease  but  the  number  of  live  births  was  higher  and 
the  number  of  deaths  was  lower  than  in  19^4*

Department  during  the  year  19^5* 

I acknowledge  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report  and 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  throughout  the  year  from  Mr.E.A.J.  Reece, 
Clerk  and  Financial  Officer,  and  Mr.  R.E.  Moore,  Public  Health 
Inspector.  Also  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.H.  Austin,  Engineer  and 
Manager  to  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board,  for  information  respecting 
the  public  water  supplies*

Population 


The  1961  census  population  of  the  Rural  District  "was  7,874.  At 
the  1951  census,  the  population  was  8,760. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  1 965  mid-year  population 
for  the  Rural  District  was  7,740,  a decrease  of  10  on  the  figure  for 
1964. 

The  population  was  accommodated  in  2,377  dwellings  giving  an 
average  number  of  persons  per  house  of  3*24*  The  natural  increase  of 
population  for  the  year  (the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  was  65. 


Births 


The ( total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
145  (m>  male  and  64  female),  giving  a crude  birth  rate  of  18*7  per 

1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  corrected  live  birth  rate, 
using  the  comparability  factor  of  1.13  was  21.1  per  1,000  population. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  8 (6  male  and  2 female).  The 
live  births  which  occurred  out  of  wedlock  formed  5«5^  of  the  total 
live  births.  The  live  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  is 
18.1  per  1,000  population.  In  1964,  there  were  128  live  births  in 
the  Rural  District. 


Stillbirths 

No  stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year,  compared  with 
2 in  1964.  The  stillbirth  rate  for  1 965  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15*7  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 


Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  having  occurred  within  the  area 
was  80  (30  male  and  30  female)  after  deduction  of  deaths  of  non-residents 
occurring  within  the  District  and  the  addition  of  deaths  of  residents 
occurring  outside  the  Rural  District.  The  crude  death  rate  was  10.3 
per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  comparability  factor  is  1.01  and 
the  corrected  death  rate  of  the  Rural  District  is  10.4  per  1,000  estimated 
population.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  is  11.3  per 

1,000  population. 

In  1964  there  were  92  deaths  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  most  frequent  cause  of  death  continued  to  be  various  forms  of 
heart  disease  (headings  18,  19  and  20)  accounting  for  24  deaths. 

Almost  75/6  of  the  deaths  in  the  Rural  District  occurred  in  persons 
over  65  years  of  age. 


Cancer  Deaths 


All  forms  of  cancer  (headings  10,  13  and  14)  caused  l6  deaths 
(9  males  and  7 females),  giving  0.  corrected  death  rate  of  2.1  per  1,000 
population. 

In  1964  there  were  17  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  in  the  Rural  District. 
The  cancer  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1 965  was  2.2  per 

1,000  population. 


Infantile  Deaths 

The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  who  died  was  8 
(6  male  and  2 female).  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Rural  District 
was  55«2  per  1,000  live  births  and  this  rate  for  the  year  for  England  and 
Wales  was  19*0  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1 964  there  were  7 infant 
deaths  in  the  Rural  District. 


Deaths  due  to  Gastritis , Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea 


Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  gastritis*  enteritis  and  diarrhoea. 

Deaths  due  to  Acute  Notifiable  Disease 

Pour  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia  (2  male  and  2 female). 
Pneumonia  was  the  only  acute  notifiable  disease  attributed  as  cause 
of  death. 


Deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis 


One  death  was  attributed  to  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  1 965* 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  "1  9^5  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  is  0.048  per  1,000  population.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  usual  clinical  laboratory  investigations  are  made  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford.

Hospitals

available  at  Stretton  Sugwas  Hospital,  and  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford.

The  ambulances  of  the  City  of  Hereford  are  used  to  meet  the  need 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District. 


Clinics 


A County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Monday 
afternoon  at  Kingstone,  and  at  Clifford  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  each 
month.

Geology 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  formed  of  Old  Red  Sandstone  rocks  of  the 
Devonian  System,  here  represented  by  Upper  and  Lower  Old.  Red  Sand- 
stones and  Marls. 
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Water 

All  public  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  with  the  exception 
of  the  public  well  at  Orcop  and  St.  Margaret's,  are  supplied  by  the 
Herefordshire  Water  Board.  The  public  wells  remain  under  the  control 
of  the  District  Council.  There  are  also  some  private  piped  water 
supplies  in  use.  There  are  public  standpipes  in  Clifford  and  Dorstone, 
During  the  year  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  completed  the 
following  extensions  to  public  water  mains

for  bacteriological  examination  was  67.  Of  these  29  were  from  public 
supplies  and  all  except  9 were  of  good  potable  quality.  There  was 
difficulty  in  maintaining  the  quality  of  the  water  at  Clifford  and 
Longtown  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  supply.  Of  38  samples  from  other 
supplies  12  we  re  found  not  to  be  of  good  potable  quality. 

Improvement  in  the  quality  of  water  supplies  available  in  Peterchurch 
parish  is  needed. 

During  19^5  there  was  a shortage  of  water  in  the  parishes  of  Longtown 
and  Clifford. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  public  sewerage  systems  in  the  parishes  of  Madley, 
Kingstone  and  Ewyas  Harold,  and  a public  sewer  in  Peterclmrch  parish. 
During  the  year,  work  commenced  on  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  Peterchurch. 

Approval  for  the  Longtown  Sewerage  Scheme  was  given  subject  to  an 
alternative  site  for  the  disposal  works,  but  work  has  not  yet  commenced. 

During  the  year  l6  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  sent  for  exam- 
ination. Of  these,  3 failed  to  comply  with  the  standards  of  the  Royal 
Commission. 

The  chlorination  of  the  sewage  at  the  Madley  ejector  station  and 
the  effluent  at  the  Kingstone  Disposal  Works  before  final  discharge 
continued.  Chlorination  at  these  two  points  has  produced  an  improve- 
ment in  the  effluent  but  reconstruction  of  the  Kingstone  sewage  disposal 
works  is  necessary. 

Two  samples  of  effluent  from  the  Ewyas  harold  Works  complied  with 
the  Royal  Commission  standards. 

Fifty-one  drains  were  tested  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Tbe 
number  of  drainage  inspections  made  was  138. 

The  number  of  new  drains  constructed  in  connection  with  dwellings 
was  42,  and  43  existing  drains  were  reconstructed  or  repaired. 

Closet  Accommodation 

It  is  estimated  that  65^  of  the  population  have  the  use  of  water 
closets;  about  18^>  still  use  pail  closets  and  the  remainder  use 
privies. 

The  number  of  new  water  closets  constructed  during  the  yeaV 
excluding  conversions,  was  22.  In  addition,  15  pail  closets  and  20 
privies  were  converted  to  water  closets.  Ever}'-  effort  is  made  to 
convert  conservancy  closets  where  possible. 
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Public  Cleansing 


The  Council  provides  a system  of  domestic  refuse  collection  in  the 
Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of  Cusop  parish.  The  collection  is 
carried  out  fortnightly  by  contract.  Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping  at 
King  Street  Quarry,  Ewyas  Harold.  It  is  estimated  that  about  8C^y  of 
occupied  dwellings  are  included  in  this  collection.  In  Cusop  parish  a 
regular  domestic  refuse  collection  is  made  twice  monthly  by  the  Hay-on- 
Wye  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Council  does  not  carry  out  cleansing  of  cesspools  and  privies. 
Such  installations  on  the  Council’s  own  property  are  cleansed  when 
necessary  by  contractors,  and  30  such  cleansings  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.

Camping  causes  no  public  health  problem  at  the  present  time  in 
the  Rural  District.  The  actual  number  of  sites  used  for  camping 
purposes  during  i 965  was  8.  The  maximum  number  of  campers  estimated 
to  be  within  the  District  at  any  one  time  was  100. 

No  licences  were  issued  by  the  Council  with  respect  to  camping 
sites  under  section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

One  site  was  licensed  under  Section  3 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Two  dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed-bugs 
during  the  year,  and  fumigated  with  Gamexane.

No  notices  were  received  under  Article  3 of  these  Regulations 
during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses

There  are  no  plants  for  the  processing  of  milk  situated  in  the 
Rural  District,  which  is  a specified  area. 


Ice  Cream 

No  manufacture  of  ice  cream  is  carried  on  within  the  Rural  District. 
The  number  of  premises  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was  20. 

Vehicles  from  which  the  sale  of  ice  cream  is  made  continue  to  ply 
for  trade,  the  inspection  of  these  vehicles  is  somewhat  difficult.

SECTION  F - PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  acute  notifiable  disease  in  the  Rural  District 
was  very  low.  Only  15  notifications  were  received  compared  with 
76  in  the  previous  years  giving  a notification  rate  of  1*9  per  1,000 
estimated  population. 

The  Rural  District  continued  to  be  free  from  diphtheria, 
poliomyelitis,  dysentery  and  enteric  fevers.

Scarlet  Pever 

Only  A cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  All  cases  occurred  in 
different  parishes,  and  no  connection  between  the  cases  was  found. 


Pneumonia 

Only  one  notification  of  pneumonia  was  received.  Pneumonia  was  the 
only  acute  notifiable  disease  attributed  as  cause  of  death,  four  deaths 
being  due  to  pneumonia,  three  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 


Tuberculosis 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  38  cases  of  tuberculosis 
(30  respiratory  and  8 non-respiratory)  on  the  register.  During  the  year 
2 cases  of  respiratory  disease  were  added,  one  of  these  being  a new 
infection.  Pour  cases  of  respiratory  disease  were  taken  off  the  register, 
three  of  these  having  recovered.  At  the  end  of  the  year  36  cases  (28 
respiratory  and  8 non-respiratory)  remained  on  the  register. 

There  was  one  death  in  the  Rural  District  in  1965  attributed  to 
respiratory  tuberculosis.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965 
The  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1965  was  0e048  per  1,000  population.
